In an interview 
with a represcntativo of the Associated 
1 ress, Capt. Newman said: "The 
auuch has proved herself a noblo boat, 
but ive liave experienced awful times 
since we left Now York. Several times, 
in terrilile gales, wo nearly lost our drag 
anchor, owiii- to the gear" (■liafing awaj' 
i\'e voyaged ;;,105 miles. We had great 
trouble with the kerosene, hecanso the 
tanks which held it broki' .■iiid the oil 
flooded the cabin. iMv bov lieca>no ill 
aud homesick.

Ohiropoiiists to lie Eniidoved in Itriiish 
Army. 

The recent war seems to have tam;lit 
the War office the iinpoiiaiice oi tho 
soldiers' feet, says -the N.ival and .Mili- 
tary Record.

•The Hospital"! from tho announcoiiient 
that an order lias been issued providing 
tiiat a soldier, not above the rank of a 
sergeant, may lie employed as a chiropo- 
dist in each infantry liatlalioii, provided 
he has iimhTgoni' a course of instruction 
for one month, anil ohtainod a cortili- 
Ciile of piolicieiicy in chiropodv. Tlio 
chiropodist is not to be excused anv of 
Ills oi-dinary duties, bn; as a reward 
for bis extra work is to receive extra 
pay !it the rate of Od. a <lny for six ilavs 
of the week. WhetliiM- or not a soldier 
with a month's training, w-lio fills up 
till.' leisure left by his ordinaiy work 
liy cutting his comrades' corns, is al 
the army needs in the way of a chiroi)o 
dist may not bo certain, but at least the 
order shows the consciousness that 
much Of the success of a campaign may 
depend on tho marching capacity of tho 
•soldiers, and that no man can march 
well and long whose eveiy step is made 
painful i)y cornsj or some other ailment 
of the foot. It is well to remember, 
however, that prevention is better than 
cure, and that the battalion cobbler and 
the contractor udio provides the army 
boots arc ikm-sous to be carefully selected 
and as carefully watched, iln the Ger- 
man army, where the feet of the soldiers 
are apiireeiatod at their true import- 
ance, foot-rags— a sort of bandage 
which can be wound round each of tlio 
toes and round the feet — are often moro 
I)opiilar than socks. These rags absorl) 
the perspiration and prevent the toes 
nibbing against each other. Ileiico they 
are a boon on long miA'clics. iMnroovor, 
t'liey are cheap, and a supply of thorn 
can' be carried more easily than a stifll- 
fdoucv of socks.

.^ir Henry .Vrthur Rlake, 0. C. -M, O., 
]■'. R. G. S., is governor and coiiiiiiander- 
iu-chief of the Colony of Hongkong, 
which position he has iiL'ld since ISHT. 
lie was born at CorboUy, Limerick, Ire- 
land, January 18, 1840. He joined the 
Royal Irish Constabulary in l,S.i!». and 
was a resident magistrate until liSTt!.

A despatch from ISerlin slates:— I'ln' 
marriage ot Privy Councillor Loehniug 
to the daughter o( a I'urnier semeant iu 
the Geruniu army has caused licrr 
Loehning's rctireincnt from the chief 
direetorsnip of ta.\es of the province -.f 
i'oseii. 

Ilerr I.oi'liniujj, who W!;s also liu 
aiice councillor, and who is a man of 
wealth, has been circulating a pamphlet 
among his friends explaining his accejit 
ance of a pension on .Inly 1 at tho in- 
stance of liorr von Ulieinbahen, the 
Prussian minister of flnance. The pub- 
lication of this pamphlet in tlie papers 
has caused considerable coiniuent both 
socially aud politically, because Ilerr 
Ijoehning, as a high official, having 
lust hand knowledge of the Prussinu 
ailniinistration of Posou, disapproves "of 
several features of the ministry's policy. 
In this pamphlet Ilerr "Loehniug 
relates that after an iutercliange of com- 
munications between Berlin anil the 
highest ndministnitivo oflichll of tho 
province of Poseii, the Ober President 
ot Poson told- him ho had nothing to 
say against his llancoo, but that it was 
impossible for him to consent to tho luar- 
riago ot ono of tho highest officials of 
tho i)rovince with the daughter of an ex- 
sergeant; that it was as though tho col- 
onel of a regiment proposed to do such 
a thing. A ministerial co'nncillor or a 
superior government councillor might 
possibly marry a sergeant's daughter, 
b"t o privy and finance councillor could 
not. Tlio Ober President said also that 
the commanding general nnd the police 
president shared his views on the mnt- 
tor. The father of iHerr ILoelining's wife 
is now secretary in one of the govern- 
ment oflices in Poseu. Rome weeks af- 
ter his miirriano the finance niinistr.v at 
.Berlin asked Herr Ivfjehning to retire, 
which ho did. Herr Loohning affirms 
that his opinions in tho matter of the 
niini.'5try's Polish policy had nothing to 
do with his rotireinout from oflicc, but 
not^vithstandins this, it is bellQvd tho 
opinions possibly dtd-have' something to 
do with the councillor's retirement.

IN A TYPHOON. 

Alice A. Leigh Had Trying Time When 
on Way From Shanghai. 

Tho Aliop A. Leigh, -which is in the 
Roynl. Eonds from 'Shanghai, seeking, 
had a very stormy pnssnge to Victoria. 
When about 2'ii> wiles west of Yoko- 
h.ama she enciiontered a typhoon on 
.Tiily 3. Cijit. Davidson saw tho storm 
npproaehin.i:. and had everything made 
fast nnd the storm sails aloiii? were 
sin-end. .At S p.m. the wind started, and 
soon afterwanis a downiiour of rain I'oj- 
lowcil. The wind, which bad been bhnv 
ing from a smitberly dire.'tion. shil'ti-l 
to the northeast, and on the niornim: ^f 
the 4th the t.nilioon blew. The storm 
sails wore ribboned in no time, and lb" 
ship's spars snITered, «evenil coiu'im;,' 
down nnd battering the deck, but fi rli i 
ntely injuring nono of tho crew. One f 
tho falling spars stove In 'No. 2 hattdi. 
Jinil when the heavy contrary sea and 
tierce wind threw tho vessel over almost 
on her beam, the hold was tlooded and 
mud ballast sojiked. During; tli(> four 
hours in -\vluch the typhoon was at its 
height on tl?" morning' of the -lib, the 
ship's rigging was much damai.-cii, and 
the main royal, :nizzeii tojigallant mast, 
and inasthead, and other of her uppcM- 
works were either sent down or swunt; 
loose until they hnn;:/ by a slim line. 'I'o 
make matters worse, the ballast. whi(di 
)iad boconio soaked when llie seas pour- 
ed into No. '1 hatch, shifted, ami the 
vessel listed to nn anirle .if :;() ih'groes. 
Sons were continually breaking over the 
vessel, washing everything • movenblo 
from her docks, and when tho wind 
dropped at Inst, she was wallowing in 
a contrary sea, which caused her to hi- 
bor very ho.avily. U was two days bo- 
fore anything' could be <loiie to trim the 
vessel nnd repair her damaged upper 
works, and ir w;is ten days before the 
Vessel was siillicienily repaired aloft to 
be in good sailing trim.

DISARMAMENT A DBJ3AM ? 



The King of Italy has recently, to a 
certain extent, l>eon reviving' tlie inter- 
est e.xcited liy tlie famous re'scriiit of thu 
iGzar, inviting the nations of tlie earth 
to a iiniTersal4peace ^conference; ' The 
gathering at The Hague -was a remark 
ahle one in almost every Tospoet, except 
that of carrying out the object for which 
it ■was brought about. It wns , followed 
by the onthceak of t^o wars,, and did 
not for a moment arrest the process of 
progressive militarism among th'j ua- 
tions. Did The Hague conference typl 
fy an unroalisablo dream, an ideal oondi' 
tion oC a [fairs which would' he- possible 
if evorj'body agreed, 'Uut which is im- 
possible because everybody never will 
agree, or did it mark a iiiuvonieiil in liu 
with the evolution of man, namely, th-.- 
Ibringiug of international disputes under 
a legal code similar to that to whlcli 
private disputes have long been Bubjed 
ed? It nnist liave been a very loii^ linn 
before private war gave place to la.w as 
a means of settling disputes. Thert' 
can he no question at all but that the 
right of private war was oritriiially 
viewed as one of the inalienable rij,'litK 
of the individual man. To lliis day an 
atrophied remnant of it exists in tbe 
duel with all its rules and punctilio. The 
abolition of private war has not J)y any 
means bi-oaglit about a social niillenium. 
Men dispute as bitterly and as ai rlnioii- 
iousJy as when they fou^'hi willi 
another to decide the issue, and the sane 
•tion of every law remains what it al 
ways was, the power to enforce it. Be- 
hind our law courts there lies tlie 
resistible force uf the orjrani/.ud c 
munity, ready t<j enforce their decrees 
against the possessions or tlie liberty or 
the life itself of the individual who 
comes in conliict with tbcni. But it is 
remai-kaljlu liow seldom this force has 
to be .;.\orcised even to the most iiiLSju- 
sLderahle degrecf. In the city ol Lon- 
don a stream of trnfflc may he flowing 
aloiif; witli the force of miiny regi- 
ments of soldiers. A single policeman 
can, and does, arrest that force by sim- 
ply holding up his hand. In a similar 
way the authority of the law is obeyed 
without oni? niaiiif(.station in a thou- 
sand, of the physical force wliich en- 
forces that obedience in the last resoi t. 
Now wliat lies behind the organized 
force which is the sanction of law. Is 
it not the general acceptanco liy the coni- 
miiiiity of certain principles oC justice, 
and the decision of the majority to en- 
force these principles against indivicluals 
in particular instances? No law coub! 
survive for TuOre than a' short time a 
^reneral conviction that it was wrou- to 
obey it. What lies behind the powo'i- to 
enfoTco it wou!d be gone.*' Far from be- 
ing among those who believe that inter- 
national warfare will always remain the 
means of deciding international disputes, 
we believe that a general accoptance of 
certain principles of justice as applied to 
such disputes, will gradually hi arrived 
at. The establishment of a tribunal to 
interpret those principles will nalnrally 
follow, and a general determination to 
enforce the decrees of that tribunal. 
Thus the reign of law in iuterniitioniil 



Tho lion. Samuel J. Burrows, of New 
York, fommissioner tor the United 
States on the International Prison com- 
mission, claims that Jesus made a most 
notable contribution to the science of 
penology ami "anticipated conclusions 
which are not now regarded as, senti- 
mental or arbitrary, but as scientific and 
pliilosopliieul. AVe speak of Howard 
J^ivinjrstun, Beccaria, I'opo, Clement 
and others as great penologists, who 
have profoundly iulluenced modern lite 
but the principles enunciated and the 
methods introduced by Jesus seem to me 
to stamp Him as the greatest penolo 
gist of any age. He has needed to wait, 
however, nearly twenty centuries to find 
his principles and methods recognized in 
modern bnv and modern penology." Of 
the conliict of Jesus with the tradition 
al theory of retaliation and vengeance, 
lilr. Burrows says: 

Over against this primitive theory, 
which Ho rojected, Jesus laid down the 
principle that salvation is better than 
vengeance; that it is more important to 
siivo men tliaii to destroy tlieui. The 
contrast between the primitive view and 
the ret'ormative view is well set forth in 
an incident in the life of .lesus. His dis- 
ciples James and .lohn were wroth 
against a certain villa^'e of the Saiii.'iri- 
tans, wliicli failed to receive .lesns, and 
tlu'V said: "Wilt tliou that we cum 
iiiniul lire to come dnwii frnni Heuvei 
and consume them even as Klias diil'.'' 
"But He rebuked them and suid, 'I'e 
know not what manner of spirit yo are 
1)1'. For the Son of Man is not come to 
destroy men's lives 'but to save them.' 
Theie could be no grealiT lontnist than 
betwciMi the attitude uf .li'sus, on the 
line luiiiil. and that ii[ the old jienoloKy 
(in the 'itlici-: it is the dilTercnci' ln'twcen 
li.irlit anil ilai-kui'ss. lirtwren life and 
death, h'lu- llii' iloi'lrine iif .lames and 
.Inhii wiis tl)c old ihu.'lrine wliirli is still 
adv.-iiireil tiiduy. It iindertakes to pro 
tect siiciely by killing' off the di-4'ective 
and the criminal; Inn soiiety is not pro- 
tected liy any inlluenre m- metliiid the 
efl'ect of wliii"h is to hrutali/.e society it- 
self. \Vher(>ver harsh, vindictive, and 
destructive moans have been used 
against the ■olTender, the effect has been 
to develop in society a spirit of cruelty 
•wliicli engenders and propagates the very 
crime it is supposed to destroy. 

For centuries crimiual codes punished 
the offence without any relation to the 
olYender. Offences were classified with 
reference to their supposed harm to so- 
ciety, and the penalty was attached to 
each and every act. ■Mitigating clrcnm 
stances were not considered. Under the 
old German code, if a cow or a horse 
killed a man, the animal was liable ti 
the penalty just tho same; an nfl'emt 
had been committed, and the offender 
Avhocver he was, must be punished. The 
difference between the old penoloKy iind 
the princiiilos and methods of .lesus 
liron^'ht out very clearly in a New T 
tament story. Certain Jews brout.'Iit an 
offender before Jesus, who was guilty of 
a eaiiital crime. The penalty of that 
criiiio was stoning to death. On the ono 
side stood the accusers, invoking tho 
law which recognized only the offence; 
on the other side was Jesus, not pardon- 
ing the offence, but pardoning the of- 
fender. To separate and classify offend- 
ers; to study their nature and charnc 
ler and circumstances; to distinguish bo 
I ween (li'Kre(>s of discernment, and there 
fore of responsibility; to make the sen 
teiice fit the criminal instead of littin.:; 
it to tho crime, are anions' tlie intelli 
geut aims of modern penologists. 

Mr, Burrows sums up his conclnsinn; 
as follows: 

These, it soems to me, are the esscn 
tial elements in the penology of , lesus 
the rejection of the tlieory of social veu 
geance; the substitution of a theor.v of 
liersonal and social salvation; the udon- 
tiou of a curative instead of a merely 
punitive method; the application of the 
penalty to the offender rather than to 
the offence; tho adoption of the siis- 
ponded sentence or ''probation"; the 
recofrnitioii of thi> fact tliat the ^rreat 
forces of nature are neressary for mor 
al as well as physicil results; the diviii 
ity of !;ilior: the apidicatioa of the moral 
and spiritual forces; the jiutency of lov 
as a redeiiiiitive a^'ent; the necessity of 
mural siir;;ei'y for moral ciii-e; the im- 
portance of chilil-tiavinu;; the visit.'ition of 
tliii prisoner; the estiiblishnuMU of per 
sonai relations and thi' ln-iiij-'in;,' to bear 
of porsunal forces, and, tinally, restitii 
tion :is one evidence of the reformation 
of the prisiiner. The pivotal point in the 
penology of Jesus is that which makes 
tho regeneration of ,the individual tho 
key to tho regeneration of .society. 

It mi^'bt bo said that the develoimient 
of a new doctrine in modern penology 
was due to the permeation of society by 
the principles of Christianity. But in 
saying- so Wo should ovorlook the 
point of view Mr. Burrows take 
OIK' I The prinriiiles of Christ, as aji- 
plied to offenders, were inculcated as 
duty owed I to our neighbors, even,; 
though they wero vicious and criminal. 
No scientific conception of society h.is 
ever maintained that .society, as .such, 
owed any duties to auj-oue except itself, 
nor has auy practical ^chetoo of gov- 
ernment ever been organized on any 
other iaisis. The point of Mr. KiD'rows' 
ai-^;ument. which is both interesting and 
forcible, is that the altruism of the iii- 
dividunl towards his fellows, even those 
who are morally weak and criminal, 
taaght by Jesus, is .precisely the same 
attitude which an enlightened self-inter- 
est teaches society to adopt towards its 
erring members. In other words, that in 
order to purge .society of crime and keep 
it pure, the most advanced science re- 
iterates to the dominant social forces 
tbe preclso lessons given by Jesus to His 
disciples twenty centuries ago.

These fig- 
ures, and they are tibsohitely correct, 
disprove the contention that tho 2 iier 
cent. t:i\- is ruinous to the mining indus- 
try, 'i'hey no fiirthi-r; they prove that 
no siuijle mine in AYest Kooteiiay lias 
failed to pay working 6xpeiises oi- divi- 
demis through the collection of the ta.\. 
_ It is said, however, that the tux. bears 
heavily on very low grade ores, hocuuse 
of the small proportioa that net prolit 
per ton on these ores heare to tho cost 
of mining nnd raising them. There is 
something in this contention, but not 
neuily so much as is made out of it. The 
cost of aduiiiiistoring a country, in other 
words, taxes must enter into the calcu- 
lations of every one who engages in any 
business in tbe country, and all iiix)diu- 
tive entenirise must pay its .share. The 
share of one kind of enterprise cannot be 
cancelled without its being ))laued on 
some other. If this tax ctnild be made 
to bear evenl.v on all classes of ores, so 
much the better. Its present uneven- 
noss, liowcver, is not a practical burden 
uiKiii anyone engaged iu productive min- 
ing in British Columbia at the pre.sent 
time, nor can auy amount of post pran- 
dial orator.v maintain that it is in the 
face of facts nnd figures.

It is a 
munstrous misstatement to declare other- 
wise'. Jliuiy of tho mining conipanies 
now protesting most loudly against un- 
due tiix:ition, never put a dollar of cap- 
ital into the • province that they could 
possibly put anywhere else. They rais- 
ed the capital from confiding investors 
and put it, goodness knows where, cer- 
tainly not into British Columbia. As 
to present ta.\atipn, ..the , Nelson .

'J'Hi; I.UA.N AND THE UNUI-UlAVltlTEKS 

Sir,— Your readers should iho grateful to 
you (I am sure I am) for your exposition 
of the modus operandi of tho stock ex- 
change with respect to the underwriting 
and noatlng of honds In London. Nothlnu 
could he clearer to even a clouded mind 
than your exi)lanatIon and a frleml at my 
elhow who has dabbled Iu stocks and bonds 
declares that your statement Is absolutelv 
correct. So far no Kood. ISut I must re- 
inlail you that your article is far albtid of 
the real point, viz: the unprecedented ac- 
tion of the government In releaslni; tlu! 
llnaaclal speculators, who had k'ot posses- 
sion of the bonds nt their own ll^'iire. from 
their agreement, which action has tliroun 
the prnvlnce back on the good nature of 
the bank. 

In my opinion the release was not alone 
inescusable: It was !i) scandalous nnd ills- 
graceful proceeding and furnishes iDiijile 
inatei-lal for the apiioliit lueut of a loviil 
'■oiniiilsslon of liujulry. It the .s-iiecnlat'ors 
in lilildln^' PL> erred they should have borne 
the loss, as they w-ouUl have Docketed the 
proIlt had the lioiiils gone olV at nil ai|- 
vuni-e. Your Intlnmtlna that Jiail the kov- 
eriHuent Insisted on huldliii; the speculators 
to their eiiKagement the bonds would have 
beea thrown im the market with ruinous 
effect on all values. Is nntenable. Hy Idea 
Is that had the underwriters been pressed 
to keep toi their agreement they wonld have 
tali€Mi the 'bonds and retained them until 
a more favorable setison. That Is. kiijiiios- 
liii; tlu'in to bi' men of Kiihstance, brokers 
la Kood standing. If they w-ere men of 
straw, ilnanidal seaveuKers and nobodies, 
or Jackals who had been nllowi'd to handle 
the si-eurltles to ifeed the market, umler 
the pretence that the bumlg had tieon un- 
derwritten, wheu, In reality they were not 
in. lerwrltten at all. then the K-overiiiiieiit 
are all the more to blame for In'irlii;; to 
<1') w-llh Irresiionsilile sjieenlatiir-, anil 
grafters. It Is the same old ilovk'e of the 
sharper, ••lieail.s I win. tiills von lose." that 
bus heeii worked Mieeessfiiilv In this In- 
slanee. Had the liomis been .-saleable iit .-i 
IH-ollt the siiei-iil.itors would have won. But 
ticln;; unsaleable the )U-ovliice Is the loser 
iby liavin;; the sei:iii-ltles thrown lia'-k. I 
hiwc It on the authority of a llnaaclal gen- 
tleman who left London elghteiMi days a>;o 
that per cent of a Victoria (Austral bui) 
loan was underwritten at the same time as 
the Ilrltlsh Columbia loan, and that de- 
spite the deiire.ssed condition of the money 
market, the miderwrlters were held to 
their agreement and kept the bonds. In 
ISVJ a IJrItlsh Columbia loan w-as under- 
written la London. Few If any of thu 
iliunds were sold, but the underwriters did 
not seek to bi? released from their resimn- 
Mlblltly. Helm; solvent |)artles tiiey belli 
the bonds and paid the money. Thi' disas- 
trous results whlcli you tlilnk would have 
llowed frnin an Insistence by the ;;oveni- 
nieiit that the recent tinderwrllers sliould 
adhere to their agreement did not follow 
In that liistanci'. The bonds were not 
thrown on the market. 'ITiey were retalo- 
ed hy the underwriters until an opportun- 
nty presented to Sell them al a prolit. If 
1 may ibe permitted to say It without of- 
fence, your contention Is ahsunl. The 
holders of tlio bonds would be the lafn: to 
throw them on the luarki't at a loss, always 
supposing them to be repiitaihle parties, 
lint were the speculators in tho loan of 1(K»2 
responsible'; and couhl they have been 
held had the ttoveniment 'been so dls-jiosedV 
If they were eiibstantlal parties the gov- 
eniineiit Is censurable for letting' them oil'. 
If they w-ere not substiintlal the Kovern- 
nient Is censuralile for having had aii.v- 
tliluj; to do w-lth them, and for announcing 
that the bonds bad been underwritten at 
U2, w-lieu as a matter of fact lliey had not 
lljeeii umlerwrltten at all! AVIth our olTl- 
clent Agent-General la London I sii'hinll 
rhiit nil' error as to the «t»ta» of the so- 
called underwriters should not have; been 
made. It Is his duty to guard the iirovlii- 
cl.'il credit .-niil ^•oe that Improper Ti'U'lics 
ore not: iireiiili led to tender for loans. Iihl 
lie fall III this regard? Or w-as his ai'lvlee 
iinheeileil liy the premier nnd olir n.s'tute 
Attoriiey-Oenernl'' The inaftcr Is one that 
rei|iilres (to use a favorite expression of 
the. late Sir James Douglas, when dea'lm; 
With inataliccs of offlfelai \v»-0nRddl«K) "to 
be probed to tile ibottom." Allow me ti 
quote In full the pl-eralor's remarks on tin 
sii'lijeet of "provincial fllinhces to n :Man 
Chester, (Kn;;.) editor. In view of the re 
cent ilevelojiiiient and the failure of tlu 
loan to llnat, these remarks are Invested 
with an Interest tl»at they would not other- 
wise possess. Said the premier: 

"I wish to sny, notwithstanding the ml- 
verse criticism'! nvh'ch have apeareil In 
Loiidoii nnd el.sewhere revrarillUK nrltlsb 
Colnmbla. that Its credit has been siileiidlil- 
ly maintained.

She had 
brought her daughter's boots fnnn tho 
bedroom and placed one on each trivet 
of the .stove tn warm thorn, and had 
lihiced the girl's stockings on a ,rnil of 
the stove for the same purpose. 

P-efore drinking the tea or biting tho 
frpsli-bnttOTcd toast, wbieli she bad tak- 
en into the iiantry lo spread with but- 
toi- — ,1^ ivas shown by tli(> uncovered 
butter plate left down from the shelf- 
she had eviilently been s(d-.ced by her 
hallucination, which impelled tlu' nnir- 
derous deed. Going down tile llight of 
stairs into the cellar, which oi-cniiies 
the whole basement area of the house, 
she bail taken the axe fi-<iin where it 
stood against the i-liopniiig lilnck. with 
the new-cut woml round about, and then 
— imagining that h<>r dead hu.shand was 
caTiiig lii'r to eouie lo Heaven and briu.g 
tlndr "daugliter— she bad gone through 
the kilelien and dining-rno'm to the lied- 
i-oom. where she had left her dnngbter, 
asleep, and killed lier.

back into tiie house ami placed on the 
bed in tho spare room oiV the kitchen, 
became cahiier, although she talked in 
a diuueiited manner, at times speaking 
of her dead husband. 'She murmured 
repeatedly abmit "talking to him too 
much about it." ami other things, and 
raved of "not letting tlie .Mexauders 
throw stones ou hisi head," and other 
things. Then becoming cpiielcr again, 
she complained of not having slept for 
days, and asked for a sleeping draught. 

Messsr. Agnew. PickanI and other re- 
sidents of the neighborliood, who had 
been siliiimoned, hiiriied lo nearby tele- 
phones, and soon l>r. Hniest Hull ar- 
rived on the sceiii.. The girl still bicatn- 
ed w-heii he arrived, although she was 
never coiisi-ious for a minute. 'Nothing 
that the ductal- coiilil do was of avail, 
lor e,-ii-h bluw raiiM-d iiin.-ii her head hud 
fi-ai-tiired the skull, and death soon oi- 
(Mirreil. Some of the ueighliors, hoping 
against hope that some opmalion niiglit 
save the life of the young woman, had 
.sent for ail aiiibiilance, but mithiug 
couhl be done, and within a shoit space 
the breathing cea.se<l, and the unfortuii- 
ato young woman lay dead. She had 
seeiuiiigiy felt no pain, for her features 
seemed placid, not a muscle of the face 
being distiu'led or any sign of pain np- 
parent— having remained unconscious 
throughout. 

'Constable O'Lcnry soon arrivcil on the 
sceue. and jihieed .Mr-. Fleming under 
arrest. Tin- di-meiiled woman olfereil 
no resistance, and ai-i-oiniiauied the eon- 
stable and a nurse to tin- imlii-e station. 
She raved continually thai I'apa had 
i-alli'd to her to bring I'earl and meet 
him in Heaven, and that she liail killed 
I'eai-l that she might go to her ilead , 
father. She was exhiuisted and wi-ak on' 
her aii-ival at the l..i k-up and tw-o eon- 
stables helped lic-i- np-stairs lo a ccdl, 
where she now remains awaiting the 
ini|uest on .Monday. 

I.Miss l-"leiiiiiig, the dead girl, was to 
have left yesterday iiiorning fm- 'Cedar 
school, near .Niiniiiiuo, to wliirli she bad 
bec'ii appointeil hut at noon, when sli« 
would have been ib-barking fiom the 
train at Iku- destination, her body was 
being carried from the house lo the 
morgue. Slii- had niadi' every prepara- 
tion for her Journey the night before her 
death. She had bought llbns for her 
kodak, which was standing on the 
kiti-lu'u table, with the newly purchased 
liliiis nearby. Close by lay a hook, !sir 
U'allei- Seott's KiMiiiwortli. evidently a 
volume i>resenteil to the dead girl as a 
parliug gift, for on the title pa..',; it had 
l''riday'si date. Her valise had been 
pai'ki'd ready, with the school books 
liroiiiiiieiitly jilai-ed in it. .\t one side 
among tlie girl's effei-ts was her Bible 
and on top was ii copy of Ihist L.vnne, 
the other viduine on the table, having 
evidently liei-ii left out for reading on 
till" journey. Ilm- umbrella and black 
riifl' was on a cliiiir nearby. Kver.vthiiig 
was tidy and prepared tor her departfire, 
'Jliss iIHemiug, who has been applying 
without result for a position In the city 
schools, having been idle since she left 
the Prospect scliool as n result of ill- 
ness some months ago, was but a few 
days ago iip])ointed to the jMisition of 
teacher at Cedar school, near Naiiainio, 
and her mother bad arranged to follow 
tho daughter up the line when she "wns 
installed at the now post. X tenant had 
iieeii found for the cottage at .'3-1 North 
Cliallitini street, ami it seemed that the 
prospects of the mother and daughter 
were brighter than they had 'boon for 
some time, when the tragedy came. On 
Thursday night, mother and daughter 
had boon guests at a partv given at the 
residence of a neighbor in honor of 
Pearl's departure from among thexn, and 
both had seemed merry- as any other 
present that evening. The preceding 
night, too, the follow workers of the 
dead young woman in Emma n no] Bap- 
tist pluircb li.nd given her n farewell out- 
ing on the Gorge, and tlio boating party 
had been a most pleasant one. Miss 
Fleming had been treasurer "Vf 'Km- 
manuel Baptist church, and a member 
of Mr. Marchant's Bible class, and she

been lilleil. She was a proniineut worker 
ill church circles, and had been generally 
regarded as a most estimable woman, 
as was her daughter, who was generally 
lespi'ctcd. .Mother iiiid daughter had 
been living alone at the Chatham street 
residence since the suicide of the head 
of the family near the bear pits at Bea- 
con mil iu December, and, according to 
the neighbors, ibo mother had brooded 
continually of late on tbe subject of 
her husband's suicide, ofttimcs re- 
proaching herself for having spoken too 
harshly to him regarding bis business 
failings. 

-Mr. Fleming, as will be remembered, 
took over a stone yard on the upjicr har- 
bor, and took a subcmitract for stone 
cutting ill coliucctioii with the iic\v High 
school building, which [iroved disastrous 
lo hiui, and alter raising money on mort- 
gages and ill other ways, he found hiin- 
sci:' too far lieliind to [lay the stoiiecut- 
ii-is their wages at one week end aud 
then he had gone, with a rope in his 
pocket to lleaioii Hill, where he was 
found the next day dangling from one 
of the trees near tlie bear jiit. 

Since then the mother had brooded 
until latterly she was known- to do some 
strangely eccentric, if not insane 'things. 
During the recent hot spell her daughter 
found her lying on the parlor lloor ou 
her return from the city one 'day, and 
when asked what she was doing ou tho 
lloor. Mrs. Fleming asked her alarmed 
daughter to lie down beside her iso 'that 
the.\- might (lie together. Il.atterly. how- 
ever, she became brighter, and with the 
apiioiiitiiient of her daughter to the 
Cedar si-liool she seciiioil in Metier spirits 
tliiiii ever, and on h'riday, when speak- 
ing to .Mrs. Graham, her neighbor, she 
said she would endeavor to make things 
more iileasant about tlio house as J.ier 
<lespondeiiey seemed to depress her 
daughter. 'I'weiity-foiir hours afterwards 
the daughter was dead and the mother 
under arrest for murder. , 

There are no relatives of the Flemings 
nearer than Kansas, Mr. Craudall, a 
brother-iu-law of iMrs. Fleming residing 
at Jewell City, Kansas. iMrs. Barker, 
her mother, also resides in Kansas, in 
which State she wns married, after- 
wards going to California, where Mr. 
Fleming worked at his trade of stouo- 
(utting, and where I'earl was born. The 
Flciuiugs came to \'ietoria about 10 
years ago, amlLMr. Fleming was engaged 
in stone work iu this city, having a 
stone yard, \vliere there a're still some 
'dressed pieces of granite lying, at the 
rear of his residence ou .Xortli Chatham 
street. Some ir.oiuhs before his tragic 
end he secured a yard on the harbor 
front, where he built some crib work and 
'lilled- in the yard to make a landing for 
scows which brought liis stone from the 
'Gulf islands. His derricks, are still 
there, and have not been used since Ids 
death, and his blacksmith shop and stone 
working tools still lie locked in the shed 
at the rear of tho residence on North 
Chatham street.

Prof. Gralam Bell Will Try to Navigate 
the Air. 

Prof. Alexander Graham Bell has near- 
ly completed Ills ll.ving machine, ^yhloh 
lie expects to tost very shortly. The 
machine Is being built under bis personal 
direction at Sydney, N.S.. and is radically 
different from Santos-Dnmont's machine. 
Ever>' effort has been made to keep secret 
not only tlie details of construction, but 
the fact that .such a 'machine Is being 
built. 

It is reported to bo twenty feet long, 
and is to be eomnosed of twenty-five dis- 
tinct parts.

the sheer love ot peace on tlie part ot 
other people. But some things they can- 
not and do not get. And from tlicir 
auevitahlo deprivations they probably 
suffer as niucli as, and more than, otli- 
ers who are more easily coutouted. As 
a matter of fact it is not liolduoss, howl- 
ing nor kicking in themselves which ac- 
complish anything, but these qualitirs 
concentrated on some particular object. 
Tho kicker without- pertinacity and 
definite aim, is simply an uiimitigate i 
social nuisance, who never does any 
good and always an immense amount of 
harm, independently of the unpleasant- 
ness he engenders. 

fj-ho fact that a youii:,- man from 
Calaveras country dieil fmm oatiii,:; 
cherries and drinking' milk lc<l the cynic 
oC the Sail Francisco .Vj^onaut to talk 
as follows about tiie to.xic (lualities of 
milk. 'Ellis description of certain forms 
o£ ice cream as "tyro-toxicou" is ex- 
cellent :— 

Clierries and milk are a slight variant 
from the usual combination. Probably 
the most deadly is pickles and milk. 
Strawberries and milk are only miully 
toxic- -with voun;: and hardy ^tomacli-^. 
they 'na-e often partially di.i:ostiMl; with 
older ones thev fn-cnieiitly cause noth- 
ing more than cruel at ive dyspepsia, <>r 
at worst hives, nettle-rash, ulicana, or 
summer coniplaiiit. iheiel'ore. those who 
aro fond of this combination rarely uli- 
stain in tho faco of these comparatively 
tntllin^' aihnouts. 

>Xext to pickles and milk, probably 
the most deudlv form in wliicli tlie inno- 
cent can be made to fm'ure is ttie cheap 
ice cream dumfbinatiou. IVespito tba 
tou^'bness of juvenile viscera, milk in 
tho ici' croani form, if judiciously admin- 
istered, has lioeli known to lay out in 
diitestinai kinks many scores of cliih reii 
on Sunday schocd picnics. A\'illi their 
eiders, thd combiiiat'on is not mni'- 
nuently fatal. Of eonrse it iv.iuires 
much care to make iinlk so deadly fii 
fact with careless inixni); this kind of 
Jce-crcam may be taken with coiiipara- 
tivo iiiipunily, or only a slijjht illness. 
When it is prepared with atteiitioii to 
tho proper septic and toxic conditions, 
liowover, milk in this form may be look- 
ed upon as practically certain death; it 
would be invaluable as an apparently 
innocent means of hurrying off rich 
uncles, tardy spinster aunts, and other 
rich persons who linger superlluous on 
life's stage. In its most potent foini. 
when the innocent milk has become 
merely a culture-bed for billions of mo

After a 
little "prospecting" he causlit sight of a 
small stone post, which appeared to \w 
adniirablv adapted to his purpose. To 
tliis he llew, and dropping the ball, peck- 
ed at it to break it. Instead of breaking, 
tlie hall hopped on to the ground; the 
crow retrieved it, and again had a peck 
at it T.-ith the samo result. Having re- 
peated the process about half • a dozen 
times tlio crow grew thoughtful. -Nevor 
1)1- lore had he eomo across such nu oh- 
stiiKite egg. 'Ho then decided to tackle 
it upon the ground; here he met with 
no better success. Ho next How to a 
neighboring tree, and from that nltituue 
contemplated the ball, which he had left 
Iving on the ground. A happy thought 
suddenly seized him. He took up tho 
egg in liis beak, and ilew with it to a 
branch some six feet above the ground, 
and let it fall. It survived the sliock 
diituct. This was too much for another 
crow that had been attentively watch- 
ing the first bird. Said he to himself: 
'If that juggins can't break tho egg, 
there is nothinir left but for me to show 
him how to do it.' Having delivered 
himself of these sentiments, he made a 
swoup at tho ball, snapped at it as be tlew 
over, but since the first crow was in hot 
pursuit he missed it. Then fidhiwed a 
long contest between the serond bird 
and the rightful owner. lOvery time 
tho former attempted to caiuure llie 
egg. the latter llew after him. -Vfter 
a little both birils came to ri'si on <lif- 
fiTonl trees within full view of the liall, 
each "vvith his back towanls the other. 

'Crows are not straighlforw anl Idrds. 
They live chielly by deceit. Each wanted 
the other to think he had forgotten all 
about the bone of contention. After 
the struggle had continued some twenty 
minutes, the first bird was sidzed witli a 
sudden fit of generosity, and decided to 
let his rival have an inningn. The hit- 
ter's score was no larger than thai of 
the first crow. In vain ho pecked at tlie 
ball, -which 'bounded away at eai li peck; 
in vain he jumped upon it. He was 
clearly losing liis temper when a third 
ciMW 'arrived on tlif scene, and, little 
knowing what -ivas in ti'tore for him. 
.:,-aiiy tackled the egg, -which the second 
crow gave up to him in the most self- 
denying manner. Before the crow had 
(inite exhausted his energy two more 
crows arrived and forthwith attacked 
the ball. The other throe crows re- 
mained placidly looking on from a neigh- 
boring tree. After a time the luo new- 
comers, wdio liail taken alternate j^e, k-^ 
at the celluloid tiphcre. left it in d;s,i.'iist 
and joined the otliei lhn\' b.rds in llo' 
tree. The whole live cawnl in nuison, | 
in a manner betraying the most unsiu>ak- j 
aide disu'ust. Tlie caws to which they, 
gave vent wore identical in lone wiln 
lliose which they emit when they a.-e 
de<eived by an eclipse <iC the snii. It 
{trows dark, and all the crows in the 
viciuiiy, a- is their wont at evriitiile, 
come to roost on tho accustomed tree. 
Xo sooner had they settled themselves 
for the night, and before they have en- 
joyed a wink of sleep, the sun conies out 
aixain. This is loo much for the feelings 
of th,' ennvs. 'Never liefore had such m 
trick as this been played iiiioii them, 
so iheii- riu-hleous iudig-nation is corn'- 
spondiiigly great. In exr.ctly the same 
niaiinir iliii those live crows caw ns taey 
suricye.l tiial ii.ii;:-poag ball. 

.Mo~i (if t;:i' ci-ows of the neigliboi'liood 
kionv that piug-iiong ball. Whether they 
now rei-ognize its true nature 1 know- 
not but this I do know, that they have 
left it in a most conspicuous place: and 
oiie or two of them are usually hanging 
irouiid, waiting on the chauce of seeing 
souio uusophistioated crow go tip to the 
ball and try to break it. They then be- 
gin to look interested, and encourage him 
in his futile cfCorts by loud caws of 
derision.

There are two kinds of advertising, 
I'to kind that pays and that whicli does 
not. Still, there are many businesses 
which smvive in spite of "the latter, 
which tcmls to make tho subject of ad- 1 
verlisiii:; such a coiupiex problem. Xo { 
great ualional cnninierci.^il success, how- i 
ever, has been achiev<'(l without printers' 
ink. .\ prcreiiuisitc of good advertising! 
is alisolute honesty in every statement. I 
Kiii-tliermore, lo shoot over tile heads uf i 
your i-i'aders is money and space wast-! 
ed. To tell all you know in a sijiL-le .lo-i 
nouncenicnt Is like liring at a grizzly' 
bear with a seutteriiig charge of bir,i-| 
shot, while tho same load in one bullet, 
properly aimed, will bring down tlio| 
hear. Hy this is meant that one cannot 
advertise, effectively, overcoats and 
shoes, for iustunce, in the same breath. 
'I'lie aigtinient will be no stronger than 
its Weakest point, no matter liow much 
time or thought may have been bestow- 
ed upon its production. 

I'liCKKSSlUXAIj "AD" MliX. 
The proper person to build a house is 
Ihe architect, the proper person to make 
a pair of slioes is tho shoemaker, and 
the proper person to make clothes is the 
tailiH-. When it comes to advertising, 
however, almost anyone about the place 
is considered capable of attending to the 
job. Sometimes it is tho book-keeper or 
.-1 clerk; more irciiuently it is the "liead 
of the house," already overburdened 
with detail work; or it may be the dress 
parade member of tho liirm, who may de- 
vote a couple of hours a wc<'l; at the 
subject. Advertising is hecoming inoro ! 
and more a science, and in order to com- 
pete successfully in tho great marts of | 
trade the book-keeper, the clerk, the 
"boss," and tho dress parade partner 
must give place to some <iniet individual 
who has lime to think, untrammeled by 
the care of accounts and other duties 
foreign to the one subject, advertising. 

.Vilvenising is simply telling tho story 
ill the most convincing manner. Some- 
times an illnsi ration lieliis. and. ngiiin, 
by the same token it Tletracts from tho 
force of the "ad." To say the proiicr 
tiling at the proper time and before the 
proper audience, is the f nndameut :(! 
pi-iiH,-iple of all good snccossftil adver- 
tising. lUut to do this requires an ex- 
|)erience more varied than one imagines 
.-It lirst thought. The advertising man 
must not only havo a knowledge of 
nieiliunis. but must be in thorough 
touch with every element and detail of 
the business lio proposes to tell other.s 
about. He must also have a knowledge 
ot human nature, that lie ni;i.v know 
in what manner lo present to his pros- 
pective clients tho goods ho desires to 
sell.

I'ar.icelsus gives dlrcctlmis for 
preelpllaiing from cerlala chemical stili- 
stauet-a ihe lluv body of a liuniaa being, 
which may be kept nourished, and even 
iluesUoucd regardlu;;! "the ficcrct of hidden 
tihiugs." I'ossihly, the wrHoF suggesLs, 
this Is all an elaborate attempt to describe 
In eulgnuitle language seme experiment In 
which vital iilicnoaicna are IniitaU'd. lie 
goes on to sav: 

"ft Is at any rate plain that his story 
can iiiiL be taken llteivlly, becanse neither 
the hiiiiian nor any other animal form can 
be lircclpltuteil from a Ihiuld as Is a min- 
eral, 'i'he tca.soii ot this— other thlug.s 
apart — Is that all known forms ot life, 
wlietliot vegetable or animal, are not slm- 
|)le, but complex, being made up of one or 
more organisms known as cells, which 
perhaps bear the saiae n-latlun to the lua- 
li'i-lals ot which tlicy are composed that 
the crystal <Iiies to the amorphiMis or 
shapeless condition ot the mineral." 

Going on a little furlilier with this QX- 
planatloii, the writer reminds us that the

tho size of a plu s head, without any ap- 
liarent dUlereUiiallun ol iiarts, and ha\lng 
lor all evidence ot lite the iiower of pro- 
truding coauiiuailoas ot Itsell la any dl- 
rcclioii. 'I'b.' 11. .'Xt mure compiex lorm, 
tUi.' aineba, has evolved Into a cell having 
a kerijcl or nu^jleus ot 'hirrder ulbauieu, an 
i.^ieriuil Oodj ot setter albumen or proto- 
plasm, and In yet another iftaire of uvolu- 
tla 111 an outer peillciv or cell-membrane, 
wiiuii Keeps Uo H'nule organism together. 
lie goes on: 

•-'fnesi' cells |iro|)agate theniselvos when 
Ih. V have rcaciied their normal ma.\bnnm 
of 'grewtb bv solf-divl^loii, each halt ay- 
peanag lu turn with the full euuipinent 
of nucleus, protoiilasm, and nicnibrane, 
and It U fr<nn cells like these that the 
bodies of plants, animals, and, llnally, 
man, are eonipuuuded. Into the Ufe-hls- 
lory of the cell 1 can not uow enter, but 1 
may iierliaps say that with cells, us with 
other lliings In nature, many are ealle<l, 
but few chosen, ami that inllUons ot cells 
niu.st die every day la order that the 
whole conuilcx may live. The body of a 
plant and a furilorl, ot aa animal such as 
■m.m. Is, In fa'.'t, not a' simple entity, as 
I'aracclsiis tiiul his couleiuporarlcs fancied, 
but a rcpu'blic of cells, aggregated to- 
gether, indeed, fur the common good,' but 
competing for ctisteuce auing themselves 
as ilercely as do tho Individual meuibera 
ot our own coniimiultles. For the stlugglo 
for lite, which Is said to exist even 
among the stars uf the sky, e.'Ctends also 
Into the remotest nooks and crannies of 
nature, and aacjiig the Independent organ 
Isms which go lo make up our materia 
bodies). It Is only the Uttest who survive. 

"If, uow, wc analyze tho substance ot 
which these rolls are comiiositl, we llnd 
that the albuiiu'U Ls not a simple sub- 
stan'.e or 'clcaieat,' bat Is In Itself a eom- 
I ;,ouud made up of carbon, nitrogen, hy- 
drogen, and o.\ygen, with, It Is said, al- 
ways a trace ut sulphur and iihosphurus. 
1 lJut there Is nothing In these elements, 
1 eon.slstliig as they do of the three gases 
and the three sullds which are most wlde- 
I ly dlftused ttiroagh the universe, lo ne- 
I count for the phenomenon ot lite, the ex- 
planation ot which must therefore be 
looked tor elsewhere. What Is It that 
I gives to the cell the mysterious powers of 
I growUi, ot muvement, and ot rcproduc-

sV guess that lite Wits llrat bruugut here 
lu an aerolite Irom another planet — which 
docs, lndec<l, bur. .hrow the mystery one 
stage farther uiick — Is about as fur as we 
have got at present, and even one so 
thoroughly deteraihied as Ilacckel on find- 
ing la niaUcr au explanation ot all phen- 
omena, does nut go beyond the oracular 
saying Unit 'the lullnltely manifold and 
complicated physical aud ■.clieuik-al proper 
ties ot the albuminous bodies' Is the real 
cause ot vital iiheuunieiia. In this e.vces- 
slve ooinpllcatlon ot adjectives wo may, 
lierhaps see the confession tiliat he Is un- 
able to form even -juy plausible guess on 
the subject. 

'•Ono small corner of the veil which 
covers this mjstery has now, however, 
apparently been lifted. In a comUiunlca- 
tlon lately made to tlic Congress ot l*hy- 
slcal Science held at AJiueclo, Dr. Lodue.

Indeed, 
say iliat iliese arlltlclal <'ells have the 
power i>( ^'riiwtli. miiM ineiil, or reiiroilue- 
tiijii that wi' have seen lu the lowest form 
of annual life, nor do I know what iiri 
ll.iii, be toelc a-alnst tlie Infection, to 
a euuveiiient iihrase, of those bacteria of 
wliieh gel;itin Is the favorite Held ot (■nl- 
lure. lint assuming th-.it thi'se cells arc 
really produced by the saline solullon and 
the gelatin wllliout .my extraneous uhl. 
We 'have, even If thev 'ho lifeless, ii sort 
of hint ot the proce:.s by wbleli the lirst 
moaeron toidc life. It has always been 
supposed Ihiit the albiiuien of the cell- 
pl.ism possessi-l Ii highly comiilleated 
iiiileciilar stru-lm-e. :i!lboiigli this has 
lO'Ver been lieIlll.n^l|■:ltell, so I'iir as 1 know, 
by micros. ■ii|ib':il nr other exauihiatlon. 
Hut cyaiiogi-ii. which Is one ot the ele- 
ments of 111.' sail used by Dr. Leilue In 
Ills experiment. Is oue of tho most unom- 
jilous Miibstaiiees known lo .chenilstry, !).■- 
ciiuse. while it behaves In all respects ex- 
actly like a:i .'li-mcnt It Is nevertheless 
foiiii'l bv a;ia!vsis to be ileconiposable 
1 inl.i eai-b.in ami nltnigi'ii, a solid and a 
gas that we h.-ive already fouiiil nreseiit In 
.'ilbiimen. .Siicli a <piallly ot origin In an 
otherwise eleininital body Is tonnd In 
only one other substauce, namely, the hy- 
pothetical metal whlcOi Is tho base of ain- 
■mouia, and which, altbough behaving like 
Its related metals, sodium and notasslnm. 
Is known to be a compound of nitrogen 
and hyilrogen. In this connection, too. 
It must be noticed, that the lirst 'organic' 
substance urtlllrlally iiroiliiced. viz., area, 
was inanufael iireil from the nnlcai of these 
two anomalous substances — cyanogen and 
ammonium. It may, therefore, be that 
at some period In the earth's history, of 
which they foiun almost the sole record, 
the elements known to modern chemistry 
wero themselves formed by the union of 
yet simpler bodies, and that tills process 
was tor some reason favorable to the de- 
velopment ot organic lite.

The 
drunken squaw paddies homo to her is- 
land reservation, despairing of "luore 
.Tvhisk," anil fjuiot, the dull, yawiuni; 
quiet of an unambitious iiLMJide, takes 
sui'/renie possession. 

Up th« river it is far <plherwiso. 
■Jlori' all the cnorsy ot many parislies is 
coneeulrateil upon the jjreat gamble call- 
ed "^ettiuK in the drive," in wliicli tho 
weather furnishes the unknown ijuau- 
tity of luck lying at the root of all games 
of chance. 

If you have litflo actual business -with 
the -weather you ard •perhaps under the 
impression that because eprint; invari- 
ably arrives in the sprinff, and greens 
make their appearance on your table 
at practically the same season each year 
tho coming is accouiplisliod in a regular 
and dependable fashion, i. o., so mucli 
average sliusliine, so iu\ich rain, so 
inuny chilly -windy returns to the skirls 
ot the passing -winter. If this -were so, 
"river driving" would robbed of half 
its exiii'nse and conseciuent worry, and 
ini'ideiilally of its perennial charm to 
tin- ""driver." 

The two important parts oi: a "drive," 
as of a mermaid, are the h<'ad and tail. 
lAt tho head the logs must be keiu niov- 
inp lit any cost, for, ivith tho river be- 
hind full of thoni, any delay at the 
front means a bad jam in a few hours. 
'A single log will often catch on a bidden 
rock round which the brown water 
swirls and eddies, and in fen niintiten 
•will have drawn to itself as a magnet, 
nil tho lloaling stuff jiassing on ilio 
river. (Jreat cedars, like shaggy water 
dogs, thrust u|i their heads to see what 
the trouble is, and are pinned so, on end, 
by the ever-pushing, accunitilating iiniss 
behind. 

Then aroninl the bend s\veei)s a boat 
load of roiigli-lodking men to the rescue. 
lOostumes l^iNim all parts of the world 
seem to have descended \tpon the uncoiii- 
plaiaing backs of these "drivers." Their 
boots oidy are of uniform make and ug- 
liness. Huge "cowhides" they are, with 
spikes or "corks," set into tho solos to 
make slipping on the wet logs impos- 
siutc. tThese Iwots are warranted wa- 
terproof, and are sold to the men for 
93.50 at the wanyan that follows eaidi 
"drive." This waugan. or moving suji- 
ply depot, is convoyed in a single skilt, 
and to certain members of New York's 
four hunilred might prove insnflicient in 
minor details. Yet for .•?(! a driver may 
clothe himsidf royally from it in a clonii 
llann«'l shirt, custom-made trousers -witli 
a plug of tobacco in the pocket, a green 
sweater lit for mi Irishman, gray socks, 
and boots -wiMghing 'live pounds, dry 
measure; wet. one can only imagine their 
■ponderousnoss! The hat I forgot to 
mention, but tho "driver" too, often for 
gets iti When he remembers he takes 
the ifirst one nt hand, and if that hap 
pens to bp on his neighbor's liead, sc 
much tho better. This article is put on 
from tho back forward— jammed with 
one spat of the hand down to thi' ears, 
and is originally made of soft felt, jire 
sumably blaek. I h:ive never seen or 
lieard of a ni'W one, bur I dare say tin 
waugan contains one, if so be the leojiart: 
should change Ids spots, and want tc 
buy. instead of steal, Jiis headgear. 

One ■other thing seems to me iiulispens- 
able to tho "driver's" oulilit, and that is 
tho twino string. Its uses are vario\is, 
but you rarely see a "driver" without 
it somewhere about his iierson. I'erliaps 
it • only latches his belt together or 
holds up a sagging sock, but it is sure to 
be there. Xo suspender seems at home 
withottt tlie addition of this bit of string 
at one end or the other, and many an 
unlucky hole is held together, like the 
mouth of a bag, by the simple .method 
of tying it. 

So much for the cosiunies, that bother 
tho owners less than their immortal soids 
or the jiiditics of the J''ijis. '-'I'd tUi' 
jam!"' This is their one thought, and 
with steady paddle the boatmiin steers 
down llu' swollen stream and sweeps the 
sliilT gniL-erly to the Ice of the yivi. 
Like aais the drivers swarm over the 
pile, and, eaca with his i)eevie, a heavy, 
iron-tipped pole with u sort of looth- 
claiup at one side to catch into the logs, 
falls to work. Other men running along 
the bank join these from the skiff, and 
the woi-K of breaking tho jam, that at 
iirst lo(d;eil hopeless, is well under way. 
With all their might they work, for 
time IS everything in breaking a jam at 
the head. A peevie slipped in here, a

At the -tail" of the "'drive" another 
crew of men roll tin' sti-.-mded logs into 
the water, ami loosen am- so.it ary''(cd'irs 
stuck nmid-stream on project in- i-ocks 
driving in in this wav the stray ^hiep' 
so that at the count none niav l.c found' 
wanting. After a day of nnnsiiallv hiu'h 
water, or wlipu a jam has acted" i 
temporary dam ami thrown back the -w i- 
tor, logs are rsometimes forced too fur 
inland to be r.dled out .vith peevies. For 
this jMiriH,se. horses are iilways kept on 
le I rive ami swum from one side to 
le other as tliey are needed to jerk out 
the stranded logs.

In much the same spirit 
he driver ' grabs a tin plat,., rushes to 
the s earning iHitato-kettle, lielps himself 
to h.nIf-a-do-/.en "marphys" scrapes spoon- 
ful after spo(Uifnl of the peppered c idlish 
npoii his plate, unhooks a tin pint f„r 
Idack tea fr..m the forki'il stick by tlii. 
\vater-bucket, und, turning his back'upon 
his lellow-man, sits liini ilown bebiml 
some stom* or .sfiiiiip and oats alone 
Xobody h(.lps him. nobody speaks liI 
him. The food is prepai-ed; there is 
always eiiongli for the hungriest; he li.-is 
only to hel]) himself and eat.

The first "Boss" to get in bis drive 
brings his men to town amid songs and 
cheering, witli a Union Jack at the four 
corners of his teams, making a fine aji- 
pearance among polished tins, teutptdcs, 
jangling chains, peevies, ami all tlie re- 
galia of the "diivi'," not to mention the 
rjigged. foot-sore, and exuitaut Fr.$nch- 
men who "did the work" and «luim the 
glory and the treats.

L, B. Silencer, in charge of the aquar- 
ium at the Battery, believes that the 
lower orders of annual life have intelli- 
gence and reasDiiiir-' fiower limited only 
in degree. As a stmlenl of submarine 
life for over thirty years he has had 
many opiinrtunilies for e.xperiinent. 
These experiments lie has carried on 
daring the last ten years with unusual 
interest, because he has been obliged to 
yield to the eouvictiou tha,t iiahes have 
a reasoning power, and even memory, in 
spite of deep-rooted belief to tho e<m- 
trary. The reasoning power ot birds, 
for years lias been a (iiiestiou of debate, 
and "only of late has this fact been grant- 
ed bv scientists. That fishes and even 
the sea imeiiuines show reasoning power 
is a claim that will be contest<.d vigor- 
ously. .Mr. Speiici'r says : "1 must con- 
fess that ill spite of a belief which I liave 
held for over thirty years my e.\|ierieace 
with sea life here at the aquariuui leads 
me to make the statement that iutelli- 
geiice in fishes is only limited to degree. 
That is, they show mai'ked reasoning 
Ijowev ill adapting thcuiselvos to new 
conditions, in pursuunce of that prob- 
lem of life tho survival of the fittest, in 
betraying a familiarity with their ]dace 
of conlinement after being absent and 
in recognizing the comlilions coiiicmeiit 
with fei.ding time. 'I'hey respond, when 
necessary with a degree of intelligence 
necessary to their common, and soiiie- 
limes their iincommon, needs. 

There is a sea aneiiioiiu in one biolo- 
gical room which affords a good exaniiile 
of intoUigenee in adaptability. 'The sea 
unomono is a lower form of sea life 
which fostens itself to some hard sub- 
stance. It is u brownish, jolly-liko mass 
and when closed , has not a prepossessing 
appearance. It has a multitude of small 
tentacles, which when open it flourislies 
about, giving it an apiiearance that earn- 
ed for it its iianie. The anemone In 
ilU(.stion is fed by means of a simill 
slick eighteen nv twenty inches long. 
>.aen first br.)Uglit here the aiienioiie 
was in what might 1m' called a wild con- 
dition. Whenever the stick was thrust 
down against the tentaeh.s the contact 
of the unfamiliar object would cayse it 
to draw in its tentacles and close tip 
tight. After a time it seemed to rea- 
lize what the stick was for, and now 
whenever it is lowered and touched 
against the closed tentacles they iiuuie- 
diately cxpanil, ;is though the anemoue 
lealized that the stick is a means of 
giving it iiourisliment. 

"'In oii(\ of tho tanks are three princess 
rocktish. one of which arrived at the 
aiiiiaritim' early last winter. The last 
arrival is difl'ereiit from its companions, 
being more gayly colored. This' iiartictl- 
hir fish ahvays evinced a sort of f.indiioss 
for one of the oflicr rocktish, iiiid it also 
showi'd individuality in the course it 
took in swiinmiug aboul the tank, never 
varying its course from one duv to an- 
other unless frightened. It was sent 
to the Boston Sportsmen's show last 
I'ebruary and did not return Until 'March 
When it was placed iu the tank again it 
immediately took its aociistoined place 
beside its former companion, only leav- 
ing occasionally lo go over the same 
p.iih th;it it stuck to so continually be- 
fore its 'rip to Boston.

If the small iJi.sh is not 
caught nt tlii- first rush, it will skip 
along the top of tho water to the edge 
of the tank, und there it will stick with 
its body close against the side. The 
trout will gather itself for a rush and go 
half-way towards its prey when it will 
stop. Tile big fish seems to know that 
the rush will only result in a iiruised 
nose, as he has iirnved by (.xperieiice.

The cumier fr(Hii some 
reason or other conceived tlii. iih.a that 
it would like to be under there too, ;-o 
he started under. Tln.re was only room 
f'jr one, and when the ciinner had got in 
a littlit distance be wedged up against 
the eel. He ro-solved to try force, and 
'lijicking out, he gathered himself and 
dived in beaii first. Still tlie eel re- 
fnseil to move, and after trying it two 
or three times in vain, the artful dinner 
gave If u\) and swam off in n cm-ner of 
the tank to thiiil;. He evidently thought 
something, for the cnniier shortiv ri. turn- 
ed, and approaching fhi. (...Ps la'il nipped 
It gooil and hard. Yon would ]iiive 
ihoiiglit the ni.xt instant that there were 
at least a ilnzen eels in that tank.

Ater the 'rnrliamenr of Caiiaila |iiissed 
the l''ruit .Marks Act in I'JOl, the -"^I'li- 
isler of AL'rienlture (Urecied that eveiy 
opp(n-tauifv should be atVorded the fruit 
growers and packers of the 'Dominion to 
meet its reiniireinent^ and fn fulfil tueir 
on.igations to the i>ublic; and for a year 
the work of the ilepartinent in this res- 
pect was iiiforniational ami cducatioual. 
This year some amendments were uiudi; 
to the Act as originally passed, and to- 
di"- the act in all its provisions is 'as 
plain as n pike stuff," and every clause 
of it so simple that "he who runs may 
read " >;•<: farmer, or fruit grower, or 
packer who is honest in his endeavor.s 
•ind straightforward iu his trading need 
fear aiiv of its clauses. Tho act is being 
enforced, and the inspectors appointed lo 
i>xeciite its reciuiremeiits hiive been in- 
structed to do their duty. They arc the 
-servants of the crown; I'arliami.nt has 
definitelv pronounced its judgment upon 
tho false and fraudulent packing and 
marking o£ fruit eonsigunicnts; and these 
men have been selected to carry out 
the regulations placed on the statute 
book for the purpose of protecting hon- 
est traders from unprincipled dealers, 
and of preserving inviolate the fair com- 
mercial fame of tjanada from unscru- 
pulous packers. In other words, the act 
will ensure to the iniblic ot the Ileiniu- 
ion and fo commissinu agents and fli'' 
imblie generally in (Jreat r.nfiuu and 
elsewhere, thai the fruit is correctly 
marked ami honestly packed. 
The iirinciijai s<'ctioiis ot the act are: 
iSectioii d. Kvi.ry person who, tiy hiui- 
s<.lf or through the agency of another 
person, packs fruit iu u, closed package, 
iiiii.iided fm- sale, shall cause the pack- 
aire 'to bo marked in ii plain and indel- 
ildo mauuer, before it is taken from, the 
premises where it is packed, — 

till 'With the initials of his 'Christian 
names, and his full suiTiame and ad- 
dross; 

(b) \Vitli the iiamn of the v.iiriety or 
varieties; and 

(c) With a designalimi of the grade 
of fruit, which shall iiicUule one of the 
folhiwiii:: six iiuirks fur fruit of tin- first 
(lualiiy: .\o. 1, or XXX; for fruit of 
the si.coiid quality, N'o, Ll. or XX; ami 
for fruit of the third (piality, No. 3, or 
X; hilt the said mark may be nceom- 
llianted Iby any other designation of 
grade, provided that desigmiti-en is not 
inconsi.stent wi'tli, or imirked iiun-e con- 
spieudiisly than, the one of the said six 
marks which is used on the said pack- 
age. 

'Section ."). Xo person shall sell, or of- 
fer, exiiosi., or have in his posse*<sion for 
sale, any fruit iiacked, ii,i a closed iiaek- 
ago and intended for sale, unless such 
package is marked as nsiuived by tho 
next preceding section. 

Section (i, .N'o person shall sell, or of- 
fer, expose or have iu his iiussession for 
sale any fruit iiacked iu a closed pack- 
age, uiMUi which package is mairked e.iiy 
designation which repri'seiits such fruit 
as of 'Xo. 1 or XXX, finest, best or 
extra good (piality. uu.ess such fruit con- 
sist of well-grown t!iiecimons of one 
variety, sound, of nearly uniform size, 
of go<)d color for the variety, of uonnal 
shape, and not less than ninety per cent, 
free from scab, worm holes, bruises and 
other defects, and properly packed. 

'Section 7. iNo person shall sell, or of- 
fer, c.^po.fto or have in his possession for 
sa!t>, any fruit packed in any package iu 
wliicli the faced or shown surface gives 
a fal^H representation of the contents of 
such package, and it shall be considered 
a false representation when more tlian 
fifteen per cent, of such fruit is !snb- 
stuiitially smaller in size than, or in- 
ferior in" giade to, <ir dilTereiit in variety 
from, the faced or siiown surface of sncu 
jiackage, 

hlxjila nations of its iiiipliciitiun may I'.e 
taken thus. On packages packed for 
marked contrary to the provisions of the 
act, iasiHictora may, after notifying the 
packed liy letter or telegram, place the 
words •■falK(dy packed" or "falsely 
markc.d"; and a fine of 4^10 way 'be im- 
posed for illegally removing the inspec- 
tor's brand. 

It will be noticed that only "closed 
packages" need be marked. A closed 
package is delim.d to be a box w- bar- 
, rcl, llic I'ciiifents of wliich cannot be 
I seen or iiis|>(.cted when such is closed. 
Baskets, berry crates, or berry boxes 
even, with veneer covers, are not con- 
sidered "chiseil p.ickagcs," and tbere- 
foro do not re(]uire marking. Cran- 
berries and all wild fruit are not sub- 
j ject to tUo provisions of tho act. 

IMerchuiits jire held respousible for tho 
fruit they offer for sale (or fruit in 
their jiossessioii for .snle), hut the origi- 
nal wrongdoer, if ftuind, will iu every 
case be prosecuted. 

The penalty for a viid;:ti"ii of the law 
with refer(.nce to jiackiiig ami marking, 
is not less than c(.iits, iiiid not more 
llian ."^l per packag(.; fur reinoviug an 
inspector's lirmid, .•<lil: for ohstructing 
an insiiector fo ,'S,'i(Kl. Thi.> tines are 
divided (-(lually Ijefween the informant 
and the Crown. 

Inspeclois are given large powers 
under the act to enter premises for the 
piiiliosii of making an v-vaiuiuation anil 
to detain sliipnients of fruit for the 
same purpose. The packer, however, is 
anildy protected by the stifJiilat ion that 
iiiunedinto notice must he giv(.n by tho 
iiispect(a- to tho j>acker when fruit, 
which at all times is nt the risk of the 
owner, is briiiided or detaineil, and the 
inspector who exceeds his authority is 
subject to a heavy jienttlty. 

The main iioints of this act may be 
siininieil np as follows; 

d. The face ot all fruit packages must 
fairly represent the fruit throughout. 

•J. K.'losed boxes and barrels must bo 
marked M'ith the name and address of 
f,b(: packer, the variety of the fruit, and 
its trade. 

:(. It is an offence within the meaning 
of the act to sell, to offer for sale, or 
to have in possession for sale, fraudu- 
lently packed or marked frait, even 
■when tlio .buyer and seller are Ignorant 



of the fact, as well as when one or 
'UotU have knowledge of the fact. 
■4.'Tbe' acr d-es not pr(;veut the pack- 
ing or selling of any grade ot truit that 
is proiierly packed and marked. 

5, The act does not provi(l() for the 
inspection oi! particular lots of fruit at 
the reciiiest of the buyer or S(^'ller. 

d. Commission mercliants who, alter 
notice, handle fruit put up contrary to 
tho provisions of the act. Will be pro- 
cot'ded aij'ainst. 

7. There is no definition ot grades 
uiaiked "Xo. 2," "XX," "Xo. or 

".■\lieadv the beneficial etrect of this act 
is being felt; and when it as fully 
known that dishonesty in jmclang and 
describing Cauadian fruit does not exist, 
an enormous impetus will be given to 
our fruit industry in all tlie markets 
ot the world. .\t present inquiries are 
lieiii'.' mado concerning the trans-Atlan- 
tic shiiHiients of early Canadian apples. 
The Department of Agriculture will not 
take any responsihility, but through the 
'i'ominissi(uier of AgricuiLure and Hairy- 
iug will assist ill securing cool or cold 
scor.-ige space on ocean steamers if 
early iiiformafion be given as to tho 
probable tiuantiti", the date of sbip- 
inem, and the destination desired.

'!'■> deal at once with the two nrtii-les 
nieiitioiiei! tln.re is no extended revision 
of the tarili called for. It is simply nec- 
essary for the (.iovernment to acknowl- 
|.||ge the face that thi. reason the same 
ratio of i)njtectioii has not been granted 
to these articles as to all others is that 
they havi. not liiilierlo beiMi manufac- 
tured iu this ccuintry. In regard to steel 
rails, our railroads cannot fairly ofqiose 
a xeusonable duty. Indeed, it is vastly 
in their own iuterest that the native 
works should be sustained, as the rail- 
roads are most largely benefited by the 
demand. 

In extending tho tariff to cover the 
heavy sections, it may be that the Cun- 
udiiin bridge companies will appear to bo 
discriminated against.. They are already 
well protected witti'a 33 per cent, ad 
valorem duty, which is certainly out of 
all proiiortion fo the It) per cent, protec- 
tion granted to the makers of heavy 
sections of structural steel. If, how- 
over, it is found on investigation that 
the bridge companies want more iirotec- 
tion, we would suggest that it bo given 
to them in the form of u speci-fic duty.

'C'ongress, and others arc not, for rea- 
sons similar to those outlined in a letter 
written by the president of the Minne- 
apolis Threshing Machine iCompauy to 
the secretary of the Reciprocity League: 

This is tho document : — 

tSeiitlemen,— Keplyiiig to your letter 
of tho 27th ult,, which came fo hand 
during the writer's absence, we desire 
to say: "\Ve are not at all interested in 
the work of your League; ■W(> do not 
desire reciprocity, and are perfe(;tly in- 
different ns to whether the duties are 
raised or lowered on goods coming into 
this country. We have felt it to bo 
much more to our interest to stand ou 
our' own bottom in this ami collateral 
qnestioiis, rather than to wait the slo^^v 
movement and whimsical fancies of the 
fow-griido tnlent we send to Washington 
to make laws for us. It is high timo 
that the business people reinuliatod tho 
lawuiaking fiowers as nn adjunct to 
their business. We have recently pur- 
chased a large plant at Toronto, which 
we have started np for the inatiufacturo 
of our line .of goods to be sold iu Can- 
ada. It is our purpose to greatly en- 
large this plant to accommodate our ex- 
port trade, as we can e.vport goods from 
KJaiiadian ports on much, better terins 
than we can from the United States 
ports, particularly for the Kussian trade.
